Earlier thi s year I had the privilege to publish the enclosed book.Raoul 
Wallenberq is Alive, b „• the Jewish ex-KGB officer Efim Moshinsky.Moshinsky 
was the arresting officer of the Red Army in Budapest In Jantiaryl945 before 
Wallenberg was sent to Moscow, and then he aaain had contact with Wallenberg 
in 1958-60 when he himself was in the terrible prison on Wrangel Island. 

Moshinsky escaped to Israel whwere he now lives in 1965. Over the years he 
has received information from sources inthe USSR about the state and whereab* 
abotfljof Wallenberq, the ^ist being that he is still alive as testified by th 
the letters reproduced in the book, some datina from the end of 1986. The book 
made and is still makiqq headlines around the world and has qiven a new impu 
tus to the camnaiqn to release Wallenberq who was 75 years old in August. 

We also know that Raoul's brother .Professor von Dardel.has information thb 
that he is alive. We even have the remarkable testimony of local mediums and 
experts in telepathy confirming our belief.
